DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1, 3 and 5-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claim 1 recites the features for " a measurer that measures frequency of access to data 
recorded in said memory: and a changer that changes at least one or a plurality of 
layers in which data whose frequency of access is greater than or equal to a 
predetermined yalue among data recorded in said memory to a protected layer that is 
not subject to data amount reduction by said data amount reducer ". The closest prior art 
in Swanson (US 5,689,442), Takahashi (US 2003/0031458), Matsumoto et al. (US 
6,795,642), Miyatake et al. (US 6,798,909), Nagahisa et al. (US 6,987,528) and Nagaya 
et al. (US 6,741 ,977) teaches of conyentional suryeillance systems capable of recording 
video and still images related to events detected by a monitoring system and that 
events of low priority are subject to deletion when memory space is low. In the data 
management art, data that have been played are subject to deletion or either data that 
has not been played is subject to retention. The cited prior art, either singularly or in 
combination, fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
